Hospital  Facilities  -  For  general  cases  the  main  hospitals  used  are 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  the  Blackpool  Victoria,  We sham  Park  and  Lytham  St.  Annes 
Hospitals  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
Infectious  diseases  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
Blackpool  excepting  in  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  Smallpox.  Main

TUBERCULOSIS 


A  tuberculosis  service  is  provided  in  its  various  aspects  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  District 
Councils.  The  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  mainly  for  treatment,  the 
County  Council  for  prevention,  care  and  after  care,  and  the  Sanitary 
Authority  also  for  prevention.  A  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Hospital  and  Chest 
Committee. 


In  1 968  there  were  no  new  cases  notified  and  no  deaths  reported 
from  the  disease.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  for  my  first 
full  year  of  service  with  the  Kirkham  Urban  District  Council. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE  OP  THE  DISTRICT 

Sewers  ana  Sewerage  System  -  The  sewage,  in  conjunction  with  that 
from  We sham,  runs  into  tanks  at  Newton  and  then  into  the  River  Ribble. 
The  sewage  disposal  works  consists  of  two  detritus  tanks,  six  settling 
tanks  and  fourteen  sludge  beds.  These  were  constructed  in  1 941® 

The  responsibility  for  the  main  sewer  and  sewage  works  is  held  by 
the  Kirkhan  and  We sham  Joint  Sewerage  Committee. 

Porty  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the 

year. 


The  district  is  generally  sewered  on  a  combined  system  but  the  majority 
of  the  later  postwar  development  has  been  on  a  separate  system  and  it 
is  planned  that  in  areas  now  being  redeveloped  provision  will  be  made 
for  these  to  be  separately  sewered  when  suitable  outfall  sewers  are 
constructed. 

The  Council  has  authorised  a  full  ivestigation  of  the  present 
sewerage  system  with  a  view  to  the  provision  of  surface  water  sewers 
and  the  replacement  of  inadequate  foul  sewers. 

An  old  town  such  as  Kirkham  where  the  water  bourne  disposal  system 
has  been  in  operation  for  many  years  must  eventually  be  faced  with  the 
expense  of  replacing  inadequate  systems,  especially  when  modern 
development  feeds  into  the  main  sewers.  The  water  consumption  per 
head  in  the  areas  of  older  property  increased  due  to  the  introduction  of 
the  modern  amenities  of  baths,  internal  W.C.'s  and  washing  machines.  This 
together  with  the  increase  in  paved  areas  increasing  the  surface  water 
run  off  particularly  into  the  combined  sewers  must  cause  the  premature 
operation  of  the  "storm"  overflows  even  under  comparatively  fine  weather 
conditions. 

Flooding  again  occured  on  the  Milbanke  Estate  during  a  -period  of 
heavy  rain.  The  flooding  caused  a  partial  collapse  of  the  Wrongway  Brook 
Culvert  which  in  turnagg’  avated  the  flooding. 

Rivers  and  Streams  -  Wrongway  Brook,  Carr  Brook,  Dow  Brook  is  the 
main  watercourse  draining  the  district.  This  water  course  enters  the 
Urban  District  from  the  Pylde  Rural  District  and  flows  in  a  general 
north-west  -  south  east  direction  across  the  Urban  District.  Before 
re-entering  the  Pylde  Rural  District  a  second  watercourse  rises  on 
the  former  R.A.F.  camp  site  and  flows  in  a  northerly  direction  along 
the  Orders  Lane  Culvertuntil  it  meets  Wrongway  Brook  to  form  Carr  Brook. 
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Storm  water  sewage  overflatjo  from  Kirkham  discharge  into  both 
these  watercourses.  Further  storm  water  sewage  from  Yi'esham  in  the  Fylde 
Rural  District  also  discharges  into  Wrongway  Brook  within  the  Urban 
District,  The  result  is  that  there  is  a  high  degree  of  pollution  in 
these  watercourses  and  only  regular  inspection  of  the  overflows  can 
help  to  reduce  the  level  of  pollution  pending  the  provisions  of  a  new 
joint  sewer  by  Kirkham  Urban  and  Fylde  Rural  District  Concils,  a  scheme 
which  both  councils  wish  to  see  carried  through  to  completion  as  soon 
as  possible. 


Water  Supply  -  Water  is  supplied  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  is 
derived  from  upland  surface  sources  at  C-rizedale  and  Higher  Hodder, 

The  water  supply  is  of  good  quality  and  is  adequate  in  quanitity.  All 
houses  have  supplies  available  from  this  source  and  all  have  piped 
supplies  available  within  the  house,  none  being  supplied  by  stand 
pipes.  Fluoride  is  present  in  the  water  supply  to  the  extent  of 
0,1  parts  per  million. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Complaints  -  471  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  many  of 
these  being  from  Council  House  tenants  regarding  repairs  and  defects, 

6uo  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work. 

Statutory  Nuisances  discovered  numbered  138  of  which  135 
are  abated  the  remaining  3  being  carried  forward  to  next  year. 

Three  statutory  notices  were  served  during  the  year  and  this  involved 
legal  proceedings  being  taken  in  one  case, 

HOUSING-  BiPORVBlENTS 

During  the  year  under  review  15  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
were  received  and  14  approved  and  14  grants  totaling  £1 ,542  Os,  Od,  were 
paid. 


Although  this  is  an  increase  of  6  on  last  year’ s  figures  there 
remains  many  properties  in  this  town  that  could  well  benefit  from  the 
provision  of  Standard  Grant  amenities. 

The  problem  is  national  and  not  merely  local.  The  Council  have  now 
taken  a  lead  in  this  direction  with  the  help  of  similar  government  grants 
and  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  for  the  improvement  to  full  modern 
standards  of  33  pre-war  Council  Houses  in  Kirkham.  The  preparation  of  a 
scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  remaining  21  pre-war  houses  was  also  put 
in  hand. 
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TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

No  caravan  sites  now  exist  in  the  town. 

DISINFESTATIONS 

Infestations  by  parasitical  vermin  has  greatly  declined  since  the 
advent  of  D.D.T.  and  higher  standards  of  living.  However,  there  are 
still  houses  in  the  town  which  require  treatment  from  time  to  time, 
these  houses  often,  but  not  always  are  inhabited  by  aged  persons. 

The  Council  undertake  to  spray  free  of  charge  houses  where  infestations 
are  discovered.  Free  issues  of  D.D.T.  powder  are  available  at  the 
Council  Offices.  Infestations  by  Ants  are  not  uncommon  and  often  occur 
in  better  class  properties.  A  residual  lasquer  aerosol  has  proved  most 
effective  in  some  cases. 

DISINFECTION  AND  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Properties  were  visited  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  and 
disinfection  carried  out  where  necessary.  A  vacuum  steam  sterilizer  is 
available  at  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool  for  trearment  of 
affected  bedding  and  clothing. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT 


Smoke  nuisances  from  industrial  chimneys  occur  from  time  to  time  in 
the  town  although  none  are  considered  serious  enough  to  warrant  legal 
action.  Very  few  complaints  are  received  by  the  Department  in  this  respect 
but  observations  are  taken  on  occasions  and  consultations  have  taken 
place  with  the  boilemen  and  management.  Kirkham  adds  its  full  quota 
of  pollution  from  private  dwellings  to  the  atmosphere  the  effluents 
being  much  greater  in  volume  than  the  industrial  effluent. 

The  town  is  fortunate  in  being  surrounded  by  a  green  belt  and  being 
somewhat  isolated  from  the  great  conurbations  of  Lancashire,  thus  more 
effective  dispersal  and  dilution  with  the  atmosphere  is  achieved; 
however,  "lung  level"  smoke  from  domestic  dwellings  particularly 
bungalows  abounds  during  the  winter  months. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

All  food  establishments  in  the  town  continue  to  maintain  a  standard 
consistent  with  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  by 
this  Department. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  in  operation  in  the  town  and  is  visited 
each  morning  for  purposes  of  meat  inspection. 

Meat  Inspection:  All  meat  for  human  consumption  killed  in  the  town  is 
inspected  and  stamped  with  the  Council's  mark  as  being  fit  for  hu.ian 
consumption.  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service.

HOUSE  AM)  TRADE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND 
DISPOSAL 


The  Council  undertake  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household 
and  certain  trade  refuse  in  the  Area. 

Trade  refuse  from  the  shops  mainly  in  the  form  of  waste  paper 
and  packings  is  collected  weekly  on  a  separate  basis. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping,  at  Coronation  Road 
Tip,  The  land  is  being  reclaimed  for  use  as  playing  fields. 

The  domestic  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  operate  smoothly 
and  efficiently  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  members  of  the  Public 
have  seen  fit  to  remark  on  the  regularity  and  efficiency  of  this  onerous 
task.

Three  premises  are  registered  under  the  above  Act,  The  amount  of 
this  material  used  is  very  small  since  the  advent  of  latex  foams.

OFFICES  AND  SHOPS  ACT  19.63 

All  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Offices  and  Shops  Act 
some  71  in  all  -  were  fully  inspected  during  the  year  and  where  repairs 
and  improvements  were  necessary  then  these  were  put  in  hand. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

47  properties  including  business  premises  were  treated  during  the 
year  for  infestations  of  Rats  and  Mice.  One  workman  is  employed  on 
a  part-time  basis  as  a  Rodent  Operative  and  has  attended  Ministry 
Courses  in  modern  methods  of  control. 

In  general  it  is  found  that  the  sewers  in  Kirkham  are  remarkably 
free  from  rats  and  although  periodic  routine  baiting  is  carried  out 
on  sewer  lengths  the  "takes"  from  these  are  minimal. 

This  desirable  state  cf  affairs  is  no  doubt  brought  about  by  the 
periodic  flooding  to  which  the  sewers  in  Kirkham  are  subject  thus 
making  these  "Havens  of  Refuge"  for  the  rodent  population  less  attractive 
than  is  usually  the  case. 

The  brooks  and  tip  area,  however,  require  frequent  inspection  and 
control. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS 

Fifteen  premises  are  licensed  to  ;tore  petroleum  and  one  to 
store  cellulose.  In  all  cases  the  storage  tanks  are  situated  under¬ 
ground.
